WITH THE BRITISH ARMY 
1N NORMANDY, Aug. 4.—(CP- 
Reuter). — British tanks pushed 
into the northern outskirts of Vil- 
lers Bocage today, following the 
capture of a small village one 
mile to the north of the highway 
junction point in the centre of 
the Allied Normandy line. 


Army troops with a series of tank- 
supported counter-attacks, forcing 
the British back more than 2,000 
yards. 

From the Canadian-held sector, 
in the Orne salient south of Caen, 
where another attack was launched 
yesterday on the bitterly-defended 
strongpoint of Tilly la Campagne, 


there was no report of changes in 
position. 

DRIVE ON BREST 

As one American force smashed 
toward St. Nazaire and was last re- 
ported five miles northeast of Pip- 
riac, other 1st Army units drove 
west along the north side of the 
Breton peninsula toward Brest. 

A field dispatch from the Rennes 
area last night said street fighting 
was in progress in Rennes itself. 

(Secretary of War Henry Stim- 
son announced in Washingten 
yesterday that Rennes had been 
occupied.)

Douglas Says: 


CCF Is Planning 
To Tax Interest 
Going to East

CALGARY, Aug. 4—(CP)—Pre- 
mier T. C. Douglas of Saskatche- 
wan said in a provincial election 
campaign speech last night that 
his government believed it could 
tax interest now leaving the pro- 
vince when paid to companies 
with headquarters in Eastern Can- 
ada. 

“We believe we can get money 
from the mortgage companies which 
obtain large sums from the west 
although they have not even an of- 
fice in the west,” said Mr. Douglas, 
who was elected as leader of the 
first CCF government in June. 

“We believe we can tax interest 
and can keep some of the interest 
which now is leaving Saskatche- 
wan,”

LONDON, Aug. 4—(AP)—It was 
announced today that the 2nd 
French Armored division now is in 
the United Kingdom.

$1,000,000 Damage 
In Ottawa Blaze 


OTTAWA, Aug. 4—(CP)—Dam- 
ages estimated at $1,000,000 resulted 
when an early morning fire of un- 
determined origin swept through 
Royal Canadian Army _ Service 
Corps garages at Lansdowne Park, 
destroying more than 50 military 
trucks and cars and a big quantity 
of valuable equipment. 

The Service Corps garages and 
workshops were in the huge gen- 
eral building of the Central Canada 
Exhibition group which is in the 
south-central part of the city near 
the Rideau canal and adjacent to 
the federal district parkway. 

The building, worth approxi- 
mately $600,000, was demolished 

in a fire that started at 6:15 am., 
and was a smouldering heap of 
debris at 9:30 am. An official 
said the city of Ottawa, which 
owns the building, holds insur- 
ance partly covering the damage 
but he added the army's $500,000 
equipment loss is uncovered, 

An_ unidentified sergeant-major, 
who first noticed the flames spread- 
ing from a workshop, ran back into 
the building to warn comrades. He 
became trapped and was slightly 
injured when he jumped from a 
second storey window. His 25 com- 
rades of the night shift all got out 
safely.

Copyright, 1944, by British United Press 
LONDON, Aug. 4.—Berlin reported today that Adolf Hitler had 
ordered a “ruthless purge” of tlte German army as a result of the 
attempt on his life last month, and named 24 ranking army officers 
as executed, suicides, deserters or expelled in connection with the

MONTREAL, Aug. 4—(CP)—A 
strike by 4,000 workers in the oper- 
ating departments of the Montreal 
Tramways Company’ continued 
through the second day today and 
hopes of a speedy settlement to re- 
store the street car service to the 
city appeared less hopeful. 

Members of the Canadian Bro- 
therhood of Railway Employees 
(C.C.L.), the workers said they 
were ready to carry the fight “to a 
finish” and ‘talked of a strike last- 
ing as long as two weeks. 

The strike followed a vote by 
members of the CBRE, in which 
they voted 3,520 to 78 in favor of 
a walkout after a conciliation 
board had refused to approve 
inclusion of a union shop clause 
in tho collective bargaining 
agreement. 

Plans were made by large indus- 
trial concerns and war plants in 
the district and there were few re- 
ports of absenteeism. Fleets of 
trucks were used by the firms to 
bring their employees to work 
while others travelled in automo- 
biles or hitched rides from passing 
motorists.

OTTAWA, Aug. 4. — (CP) — 
Prime Minister Mackenzie King, 
opening debate on external af- 
fairs in the Commons today, seid 
the “next two weeksimey, witness 
battles which will go far to de- 
cide the fate of the German 
stronghold both in the east and 
west.” 

The gigantic Robeiai offensive 
has “hurled back the enemy on a 
scale never dreamed of in modern 
warfare,” and in Normandy the ad- 
vance of the Allied forces was 
steadily continuing, said Mr. King. 

Canadian forces on land, sea and 
in the air were participating in the 
war in Italy and western Europe. 

In various parts of Europe un- 
derground forces in large numbers 
were engaging the enemy, he con- 
tinued. Throughout the war they 
had hampered the enemy. In the 
period of liberation they would be 
of great value. The attitude of 
Turkey and Finland illustrated the 
crumbling German position.

“All share in the success thus 
far achieved,” Stimson said in 
his weekly review of operations, 

He commented that the Ameri- 
can advance was more “spectac- 
ular” but called attention to the 
British thrust of 17 miles south of 
Vire, and the value of the British- 
Canadian forces through their en- 
gagement of heavy German forces 
in the Caen area. 

The secretary commented as 
follows on the British-Canadian

200,000 CASUALTIES 


It was estimated that the total 
Nazi casualties since the invasion 
totalled 200,000 men—half the en- 
emy’s initial defence force. 


Bedraggled German units which 
once hemmed in the Allies along 
a 100-mile expanse in Normandy 
were retreating in confusion and 


abandoning their equipment vir- 
tually everywhere except along a 
short stretch between Vire and 
Caen. The Allied offensive had 
developed into a sudden threat to 
the whole 40,000-square-mile 
Seine-Loire quadrangle of north- 
west France, 

Faced with thé growing danger 
of entrapment against the Orne 
river, the Germans near the middle 
of their still-organized line im Nor- 
mandy, staved off an immediate 
British threat to Aunay Sur Odon. 
Bolstered by reinforcements from 
east of the Orne river, the Ger- 
mans drove the British from the 
villages of St. Georges D'Aunay, La 
Lande and Le Manoir immediately 
west of Aunay. 


DISCOUNTS GAINS 

A British staff officer discounted 
the German gains around Aunay, 
declaring that the counter-aitacks 
might be the enemy's final gesture 
to cover a retreat from the river 
Bastion. 

American armored columns 
pressing westward along the north 

side of the Breton peninsula from 
Dinan were headed toward Brest 
some 110 miles away. The force 
moving southward beyond Rennes 
was threatening Nantes and St. 
Nazaire. 

Earlier it was unofficially esti- 
mated that the Breton peninsula

Three powerful Allied columns 
from the coastal corridor to the 
northeast were pressing eastward 
toward the Orne in an attempt to 
encircle the desperately battling 
Germans in the Bocage country. 


NAZIS COUNTER-ATTACK 


The first was the British drive 
in the area of Aunay and Villers 
Bocage. Against it the Germans 
threw counters-attacks which forc- 
ed the British to fall back. 

The second was a British push 
east of Vire which gained sev- 
eral milos along the Vire-Conde 
road to a point within 12 miles 
‘of the Orne. 

The third was an American drive 
15 miles farther south from newly- 
captured Mortan, 20 miles east of 
Avranches. This, with the Vire 
push, formed a pocket from which 
remnants of two German armored 
and four infantry divisions are 
withdrawing. 

At the eastern end of the Allied 
line, in the area south of Caen, 
the Germans were moving. their 
armor westward toward the Vire 
area, a front dispatch said. A senior 
Canadian staff officer on that front 
estimated the Nazis had thus given 
up all hope of clining to every part 
of their Normandy line as pre- 
sently constituted. 


Nazis Claim Five 
Warships Are Sunk 


LONDON, Aug. 4—(CP)—The 
German ‘radio claimed yesterday 
the sinking of a British cruiser, two 


destroyers, two corvettes and tw? 
freighters, one an American Liberty 
ship freighter, in a series of early 
morning attacks in the Seine Bay. 
There was no Allied confirmation. 

The radio claimed the sinkings 
were caused by “weapons recently 
employed by the German navy,” in- 
terpreted here as probably mean- 
ing human torpedoes. 

The broadcast asserted the 
cruiser “was torpedoed at close 
range at 3:42 a.m., broke in two 
and was abandoned” and that 
other craft were sunk at intervals. 

Similar claims were made by 
the D.N.B. agency.

Because, as we have consistently dem- 
onstrated, The Edmonton Bulletin believes 
in giving every party and faction an op- 
portunity to state their views, we have 
accepted for publication in today’s editions 
an advertisement from the CCF which un- 
dertakes to attack the newspapers of this 
province. 

Part of this advertisement says this: 
“The newspapers speak for the Big Shots. 
Every people's movement aimed*at human 
progress in the economic field has always 
had the daily press in opposition.” 

Then this advertisement goes on to 
define the Big Shots as the oil companies, 
the power interests and the financial in- 
stitutions. 

We cannot, of course, speak for other 
newspapers. But the allegation that The 
Edmonton Bulletin is in the service of the 
Big Shots is laughable. It is not in accord 
with the facts, 

The Bulletin was fighting for monetary 
reform before the CCF was born. No news- 
paper in Canada has been more diligent in 
support of social security and social justice 
than ourselves, These are facts that are 
obvious to our readers. 

We have no disposition whatsoever to 
attack socialism or those who advocate it. 
Indeed, we had hoped that this campaign 
could have been completed by us on an 
entirely constructive basis, 

But since this newspaper, along with 
others, is challenged by the CCF, since our 
good faith is impugned and our independ- 
ence assailed, there is nothing for it but 
to show plainly why we distrust and dis- 
like socialism—no matter how much we 
respect those who profess it. 

Socialism purports to be a compassion- 
ate doctrine. That is t6 say, it is aimed 
primarily at the elevation of human stan- 
dards and the welfare of the human race. 

But the basic virtue in compassion and 
helpfulness lies in the desire to help, in the 
impulse itself. Socialism eliminates, or 


rather degrades, that individual desire to . 


help by unloading all compassionate im- 

ulse upon the state. It makes brotherly 
ove (the basis of all social intercourse) 
obsolete, because brotherly love, under the 
socialistic plan, becomes a function of the 
state. 

Thus, socialism attacks the inherent 
dignity and worth of the individual, 

The home, we maintain, is the proper 
unit of society. Socialism makes the unit 
of society, not the home, but a synthetic 
aggregation called the personalized state. 
We have all seen the dangers that lie in the 
personalization and deification of the state. 

The socialistic principle is presented as 
something new. Actually it is one of the 
oldest and most discredited forms of poli- 
tical experimentation, 

The Greek city state was socialistic in 
’ essence. It had all the outward efficiency 
of a hive of bees. It was a perfect organ- 
ization. But it possessed one fault—a fatal 
fault—that it flouted the urgencies and 
needs of human nature. 

The socialistic principle, apart from the 
new embellishments added by Karl Marx, 
was the highest type of advanced political 
thinking two thousand years ago—when 
the world was never so weary, never 80 
cynical and never so desperate. 

Not The Bulletin but history has deliv- 
ered the verdict against socialism, 

That is why this newspaper has taken 
the position of advising its readers to sup- 
port the Manning Social Credit Govern- 
meént as an organization which has given 
this province progressive administration 
and which is the only political organization 
capable of saving Alberta, at this moment, 
from the disastrous pagan chimeras of 
socialism. i 


We Can Get Along 


Dismal reports come out of Quebec 
about the trends of public opinion in the 
provincial elections of that province. Every 
word of the campaign, we are told, widens 
the gulf between French-speaking and 
English-speaking Canadians. Every argu- 
ment is being turned towards the deter- 
mination of Quebec groups to control the 
destinies of the entire Dominion. 

If this is so—and there seems little rea- 
son to doubt it—the Canadian attitude 
towards Quebec must undergo radical 
change. The approach to the French- 
Canadian problem must be completely 
altered. 

For there are a few facts which must 
be borne in mind. Canada was not won and 
developed by the French and the British as 
equal partners with intrinsic equal rights. 
Lower Canada was taken from the French 
by force of arms. It became British by 
right of conquest, 

The Treaty of Paris which ceded Canada 
to Britain was the most generous and tol- 
erant peace treaty ever formulated. It gave 
the French the right to preserve their lang- 
uage, their traditions, their religion. It 
guaranteed them proportional rights in 
governing the country. It safeguarded their 
interests in every possible way. 

Thus, the French-Canadians became 
equal partners with English-Canadians, not 
as an intrinsic right, but through the gen- 
erosity and fair-dealing of the British 
victors. They had and have no rights at 
all except those frecly given them.’ 

It is, then, a most shocking historical 
paradox that any group of French-Cana- 
dians. under these circumstances, should 

. plat to contro! all Canada. It is repudiation 
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of a treaty that gave them far more than 
they asked. 

It seems painfully obvious, therefore, 
that continued appeasement does not work 
with the temperament of Quebec national- 
ists. It is utter folly to continue to bribe 
them with special consideration because 
this merely emphasizes their belief that 
they are a race apart. 


This, of course, is criminal nonsense. 
The men of Normandy and Brittany are 
essentially of the same racial origins as 
ourselves, They are Keltic-Norman as we 
are Keltic-Norman. 


The new approach, then, should not be 
to exaggerate differences between French- 
speaking Canadians and English-speaking 
Canadians, but to emphasize the likenesses 
between them. Quebec and the rest of 
Canada should have the same laws, the 
Same traditions, the same educational 
standards and the same responsibilities and 
duties. 

Only by strict application of this prin- 
ciple can unity be achieved. 


War's End 


Prime Minister Winston Churchill tells 
the British House of Commons of his hope 
that the war may soon be over, that the 
German surrender may come soon and‘that 
the interval between the defeat of Germany 
and the defeat of Japan may be surpris- 
ingly short, 

On these-subjects, Mr. Churchill is prob- 
ably the best, informed man in the world. 
His opinions, therefore, must be received 
with respect. 

But it is equally obvious that these op- 
inions must be considered in conjunction, 
not only with the implications of victory, 
but also with the implications of peace. 

In short, there are two vital points to be 
remembered in the light of the prime min-: 
ister’s statement: 

1, That his hope is entirely contingent 
upon, not only the maintenance of the 
present war effort, but upon the accelera- 
tion of it, 

2, That the peace will not usher in a per- 
iod for relaxation, but a period of tremen- 
dous and unrelenting effort. 

For the settlement of the vast problems 
presented by a violated and enslaved Eur- 
ope will demand the co-operation of every 
citizen quite as much as the liberation of 
Europe has required that co-operation. No 
one can sit back and leave post-war ar- 
rangements to the statesman. The building 
of a safer and a better world is something 
in which everyone must play a part. 

Mr. Churchill’s statement, then, is a call 
to hope. We should understand that it is 
not a promise of early relief.

General Guenther Korten. He was 
mortally injured. Others, among 
them Hitler's double, Heinrich 
Bergner, were killed. The force of 
the blast blew other participants 
through the windows, The confer- 
ence table before which Hitler 
stood: was blown through the ceil- 
ing. Just one spot remained un- 
touched—the spot where the Fueh- 
rer (remember with the bomb at 
his very feet) stood. If the salva- 
tion of the Fuehrer was not a mir- 
acle,” Goebbels concluded, “there 
are no miracles.” 


* * 

Then what happened? The at- 
tempt occurred in the forenoon for 
Goebbels reported he was called up 
at noon.*In the afternoon, Count 
Von Stauffenberg arrived by cour- 
fer plane in Berlin. and went 
straight to the war ministry, where 
he met one general and two col- 
onel-generals. They sat im a small 
toom of the ministry, and called up 
the Berlin Guard battalion 1ed by 
Major Emil Remer, ordering him to 
occupy the government buildings in 
the Wilhelmstrasse. Major Remer 
obeyed the order, but informed Dr. 
Goebbels of* the fact. Goebbels 
called Remer to his office, connect- 
ed him by telephone with Hitler, 
and Hitler instructed him to arrest 


and shoot the rebels. After that 
the guard battalion went to the 
war ministry, occupied it “without 
firing a shot,” arrested a “few” 
officers, and executed them in the 
courtyard, Thus the “mutiny” was 
quelled,

Every officer entering the pres- 
ence of Hitler, even if he be chief 
of staff, is compelled to leave his 
pistol at the door. He is searched. 
But a relatively unimportant man 
comes in with a brief case withoul 
being searched. He deposits it at 
the fuehrer’s feet, and goes out 
through the guard, and neither the 
participants of the conference, nor 
the guard, note that his hands are 
now empty. The brief case explodes 
at the fuehrer’s feet, the room is 
demolished, but the fuehrer is un- 
scathed. Miracle number one. 


What would now happen any- 
where in such an event? The first 
question asked would be, “Who 
was here and has left?” The second 
instruction would be: “Watch every 
road, airport, and railroad station.” 
But four hours after Goebbels had 
been informed of the attempt, 
Count Von Stauffenberg arrived 
safely on the Berlin airport. No 
one arrested him. He went calmly 
to the war ministry, and conferred 
with other conspirators* who did 
not even have in the building a 
troop loyal to them. They called up 
the chief of the most reliable Nazi 
troop in the city, and ordered him 
to occupy government buildings.

OTTAWA: The unanimity that 
now exists in Parliament regarding 
the value of the prairie farm re- 
habilitation scheme 1s so remark- 
able that the work of passing es- 
timates for the P.F.R.A. is con- 
ducted in an atmosphere reminis- 
cent of a_ testimonial meeting. 
Member after member rises to pay 
tribute to the P.F.R.A., some to 
recant previous error. The Ontario 
member, W. F. Rickard (Lib. Dur- 
ham), interrupted at one stage to 
remark: 


“I was glad to hear the praise 
given to the minister by mem- 
bers of different parties. He 
surely must be popular in Sas- 
katchewan by now.” 


This gentle dig contrasts with 
the usual hard-hitting debate that 
accompanies the agricultural esti- 
mates. There can be few instances 
to compare ‘with the P.F.R.A., in 
which a government policy has 
worked out to the point where 
the praise is universal. The P.F. 
R.A., it is easy to see, represents a 
policy close to the hearts of men 
in love with the land and close to 
their minds, which are full of 
dreams of building a better land. 
The verdict, that parliament's best 
investment is the money it votes 
annually for P.F.R.A., comes from 
“t whose feet are planted in the 
oil. 

The Prairie Farm Rehabilitation 
Act dates back to April, 1985, and 
since’ then parliament has voted 
$20,088,000 for the work. The pur- 
pose was to reclaim the “dust 
bowl”, that segment of open prairie 
from Brandon west to the Rockies. 
Under P.F.R.A., nearly 20,000 farm 
dugouts, watering dams and small 
irrigation developments have been 
constructed, some 1,300,000 acres 
have been transformed into com- 
munity pastures, and a thousand 
families have been transferred 
from submarginal lands. In view of 
constitutional ljmits on federal 
jurisdiction over land and other re- 
sotffces controlled by the provin- 
ces, the federal government justi- 
fies® itself in spending money on 
P.F.R.A. only on the ground that 
since federal policies induced peo- 
ple to settle in Palliser’s Triangle, 
federal responsibility exists to re- 
settle them.

erican high commands put such 
stress on air power that they slight- 
ed heavy guns and tanks. Artillery 
production was never great. Tank 
production has been sporadic. Now, 
air power is not nearly as effective 
in Normandy as had been hoped. 
Air corps officials blame it on the 
weather. However, artillery men 
point out that their big guns are 
never silenced by the elements, are 
more accurate in close-range war- 
fare than anything else invented. 

Fact is, air power has very defin- 
ite uses, but only in relationship to 
ground forces. One of the major 
myths now being exploded in 
France is the theory of “deadly ac- 
curate precision bombing.” While 
Air Corps publicists show numerous 
reconnaissance photos to prove the 
accuracy of precision bombiny, 
they don't show the many pictures 
of bombs going wide of their mark 
by many miles. 

For example, one unit sent out 
to bomb Germany dropped its en- 
tire bomb-load on a Swiss village 
more than thirty miles from its 
target. This is not an isolated case. 
Same thing nas happened in France, 
Hungary, Rumania and Czechoslo- 
vakia. 

Result is the War Department 
now has a hurry call in for vastly 
increased orders of artillery, forc- 
ing war plants to work round the 
clock to catch up with the demand 
for big guns. 


Censorship 


It is ultra unusual to find a Sen- 
ator complaining because an execu- 
tive agency follcws a law which 
he himself nas written. Yet that is 
the position of Ohio's Senator Boo 
Taft as a result of the soldier-vote 
law, which makes it a prison of- 
fense for officers of the armed 
forces to permit official distribution 
of propaganda material which 
might affect an election. 

Bob Taft was responsible for this 
section of the law. The bill became 
law without the signature of the 
President, 

Because the Army has tried to 
follow is scrupulously, it has been 
placed in the ridiculous position of 
banning Charles Beard’s book “The 
Republic,” even though it is per- 
missible to distribute copies of Life 
Magazine containing a resume of 
the same book. This is because the 
law makes an exception of maga- 
zines and newspapers, permitting 
their distribution to Army camps. 

While the rest of the soldier-vote 
act is only a temporary measure 
for the duration of this war, it 
happens that title 5, the section now 
causing all the trouble, is a per- 
manent addition to the law of the 
land, Unless altered by Congress, 
it will mean permanent control 
over reading material for soldiers 
in and out of the country, in peace 
or war, 

NOTE: Senators Theodore Green 
of Rhode Island and Scott Lucas of 
Illinois are now urging new legis- 
lation whereby the American 
doughboy can read any book of 
literature available .to American 
civilians.

Percy Wright 
(CCF., Melfort) urged that, it be 
extended beyond the drouth area of 
Palliser's Triangle to the northern 
parklands where, he said, due to 
cutting trees, “many of the streams 
which formerly ran through the 
whole of the season now ran only 
during about two months.”

It seems a safe prediction that 
anyone who has known the Cana- 
dian prairies in the 1930's will 
never recognize them in the future, 
if and when the plans now dis- 
cussed in Parliament become effec- 
tive. The debate on P.F.R.A. con- 
tained a long discussion of the 


South Saskatchewan project which 
would transform much of the 
region lying west of that river, 
from Riverhurst to Saskatoon, into 
an irrigated area and probably 
double the population of Saskat- 
chewan, rural and city alike. An- 
other scheme for control and use 
of the Qu’Appelle river system 
would create a 30,000-acre itriga- 
tion project along that magnificent 
valley which meanders like a cOs- 
mic wrinkle across the smooth, flat 
face of the Saskatchewan prairies, 

J. W. Burton (CCF, Humbolt) 
urged that the P.F.R.A. be extend. 
ed to all Canada, “I want to join 
other honorable members who 
have given credit for the work 
that has been done in this connec- 
tion,” he said; “while some of us 
from time to time have offered 
criticism in the right places, we 
are also prepared to give credit 
where credit is due.” He suggest- 
ed a P.F.R.A. for the Maritimes and 
one for central Canada, while con- 
tinuing the western scheme. Said 
J.G. Diefenbaker ‘P.C., Lake Cen- 
tre): “Experience has shown it wijl 
pay returns.” He went on: “In re- 
storing prosperity in Western Can- 
ada or in the Maritimes, or on the 
far western slopes of the Pacific, 
prosperity is brought to those por- 
tions of Canada that depend upon 
industry.” This defence of spend- 
ing federal money to improve a 
particular area in Canada required 
little emphasis in the present 
House, for the example of the P.F, 
R.A. is a bright and shining illus- 
tration that prevails against sec- 
tional criticism.

NEWARK, NJ, Aug.. 4—(AP)— 
Dr. Harrison S. Martland, chief 
medical examiner of Essex County, 
said Thursday an autopsy showed 
that the death of Lem Franklin, 28- 
year-old Chicago negro heavyweight 


boxer, resulted from “A type of in-| 


jury where surgery offered 
hope.” 

Franklin died earlier in the day 
in city hospital where he had been 
under treatment from injuries re- 
ceived on July 24 when he was 
knocked out by Larry Lane, Tren- 
ton negro, in the ninth round of 
their scheduled 10-round main 
event at Meadowbrook Bowl. 

The medical examiner asserted 
that Franklin had been struck in 
the middle of the forehead and 
multiple concussion hemorrhages 
of the brain resulted, but, he added, 
it could not be determined whether 
the injury was caused by a blow 
or by the subsequent fall. 

Franklin's death was the first 
among heavyweight top-notchers 
since that of Ernie Schaf after his

MEDICINE HAT, Aug. 3—The 
only way prosperity could be 
maintained in Canada after the 


war was by freer markets in the 
world, James Walker, Independ- 
ent party leader, said in a cam- 
Paign speech here last night. 
“Tariff barriers must be broken 
down” he said.

“There must be freer trade he- 
tween nations in the post war per- 
jod, to insure the exchange of all 
surplus goods, and thus make all 
nations prosperous,” he said. 


CRITICIZES GOVERNMENT 

Speaking on behalf of J. A. Bell, 
Independent candidate for Medicine 
Hat, and C. M. Moore, Independent 
candidate for Cypress, Mr. Walker 
levelled most of his criticism at the 
financial policies of the Social 
Credit government. Large sums of 
money would be necessary in the 
post-war period for rehabilitation 
he said, and unti) the credit of the 
province was restored, money would 
not be available from _ outside 
sources. 

The CCF, he said, had never 
said anything about borrowing 
money. They talked only of tak- 
ing over the organizations in the 
province which showed operating 
profits, but said nothing about 
those not making profits. He 
pointed out that it always cost 
more to operate under govern- 
ment ownership than it did under 
private ownership.

But this half contains only the 
small island bases ard part of New 
Guinea, leaving the Vhilippines and 
East Indies still in Japanese hands, 
as well as her mainland conquests, 


STRONG FORCES ISOLATED 

However, the strategy of island- 
hopping has already immobilized 
and isolated strong enemy forces 
and a successful attack on the 
Philippines Islands may render 
comparatively simple the ultimate 
recovery of the Indies area. ® 

At the end of July, 1942, the 

Japanese virtually controlled the 

Pacific within an area bounded 

by horizontal line crossing just 

above the northern tip of Aus- 
tralia, eastward to the 180th Mer- 
idian and north on that line to 
include the Aleutian Islands of 

Kiska and Attu. 

Now the line has moved far west 
to nearly the 160th Meridian from 
Paramushiro in the Japanese Kur- 
iles south to New Guinea and pres- 
ent operations may move it even 
farther, to the 140th Meridian. 


ALLIES CONTROL AIR 

From point of view of air power 
the line is much farther west since 
the Allied air command virtually 
controls the air almost to the main- 
land. The bases now being fought 

over in the Marianas put the Allies 
within 1,500 air miles of both Japan 
and the Phillipines. 

Outstanding developments in 
the campaign to whittle down the 
Japanese area of control were the 
capture of the Aleutian Islands

This is the season of all seasons 
for putting the children in good 
form for the long school year 


ahead. One can feed children 
properly, dress them comfortably, 
give them opportunities for com- 
panionship with other children 
and yet fail to do one’s best for 
them, if they are not immunized 
against the diseases with which 
all children come in contact. 

Nothing within our own lifetime 
has progressed and made such a 
startling success as the prevention 
of disease. For children this has 
been an unalloyed blessing. Now 
children do not need to die or 
carry ugly scars through life oe- 
cause of small pox. The one dread 
name now hardly causes a ripple 
Diphtheria is not, as it was in my 
childhood, a scourge which might 
in a few days carry off one’s déar- 
est companion. I have to this day 
jas keepsake, the small Sunday 
school purse of a 
named Zoe who died at age seven 
of “black” diphtheria. 

If diseases cannot be entirely 
erased they can be minimized so 
they are neither dangerous nor 
painful. Eddie comes down with 
the measles and his smaller bro- 
ther, treated to a convalescent 
serum, is sick but a day or two. 

The time for immunization is 
early in the child's life. From the 
age of six months on the doctor 
will see that the child is immunized 
against small pox, diphtheria, tetan- 
us and whooping cough. 

In countless cases these immun- 
izations have been without notice- 
able reaction. Occasionally a child 
has a fever or seems uncomfortable 
but most mothers admit there is} 
little or no reaction.

HEALTH DEPENDS ON ORAL 
DIGESTION 
When I was a sophomore medi- 
cal student my father, who had no 
medical knowledge but was an om: 
nivorous reader, used 4o debate 


‘| with me on the primary or essential 


cause of disease. He had a theory of 
his own about it, which of course 
was absurd to my mind then. He 
maintained that. “all disease begins 
in the stomach”. When I undertook 
to point out the inadequacy of the 
theory by citing typhoid fever 
which begins in the intestine, father 
would pause only briefly in his 
discussion of pathology to ask how 
the typhoid bacilli got into the in- 
testine if not from failure of the 
gastric juice to destroy them—and 
go on from there while I remain- 
ed baffled and silent. At times I 
wondered whether medical ree 
was wrong about it after all, 
often did father draw me on until 
1 was practically supporting his con- 
tention—I, a sophomore medical 
student, remember. 

If father were here today 1 
wouldn't consider his theory that 
“all disease begins in the stomach” 
so absurd as I did then. In the 
light of our newer knowledge of nu- 
trition the theory requires only a 
little editing to make it presentable 
now — change the “all” to much 
and the “stomach” to mouth—much 
disease begins in the mouth — and 
you have in a few words the gist of 
many volumes of modern scientific 
literature. 

Shakespeare was as warm as 
father when he put the famous 


toast in the mouth of Macbeth 
“Now, good digestion wait on appe- 
tite, and health on both!” Health 
does depend on good digestion, and 
good digestion depends on some- 
thing more than appetite. It de- 
pends on mastication, and -mastica- 
tion of course requires functionally 
efficient teeth, either your own or 
your dentist's, and on the sort of 
food you masticate. 

Nearly four fifths of the calories, 
the energy, in the daily diet normal- 
ly comes from carbohydrate mater- 


jal (starches and sugars, in vegeta- 
bles, cereals, fruits, nuts) and near-

A letter urging all Edmonton 
women to make full use of their 
franchise has been received from 
national headquarters, Imperial 
Order, Daughters of the Empire,

The letter reads as follows: “Will 
Canadian women arouse them- 
selves from their indifference now 
or only when it is too late and both 
democracy and national independ- 
ence have vanished? 

“This oft-repeated question was 
never more pertinent than at the 
present time. The hard-won fran- 
chise, which legally bestowed upon 
women the distinction of being a 
‘person’ and which permits her 
the privilege of self-expression, is 
too often regarded with indiffer- 
ence, while women complain bitter- 
ly of those elected to administer 
the affairs of their community. It 
is of vital importance that every 
woman should take an interest in 
electing to office the man or woman - 
who best measures up to her stand- 
ards, 

“It seems a strange contradiction 
that many women are thoughtful in 
other matters but regard with in- 
difference the election of those 
who administer the affairs of the 
community in which they live. It is 
not likely they have ever stopped 
to realize what it would mean if 
they were suddenly deprived of 
the privilege of voting. It has been 
well said that with the ‘bill of 
rights’ should go a ‘bill of respons- 
ibilities'—responsibilities of which 
every right-thinking woman should 
be well aware.
